Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner respectfully submits that his 
rejection has previously implicitly addressed the issue applicants argue on page 7 of their Response. However, to answer applicants' 
inquiry, as to point one a combination of the admissions and Leander permit the existence of an adhesive tape coated on both sides with 
adhesive arranged in a pattern of adhesive and non adhesive sections. As to point two, i.e. that the claimed contacting presumably 
involves the tape in the form of a roll note that page two line 19 of the specification admits that adhesive tapes on a roll are known, and 
also note that this limitation is much broader than that found in objected to claim 12 and elsewhere, i.e., not being restricted to 
embodiments such that the adhesive sections of the coated first side contact EXCLUSIVELY non adhesive sections on the second side.. 
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
